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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-19, drawn to a method for removing impurities in a physiologically 
active protein-containing sample, which comprises the steps of: 1 ) forming the 
physiologically active protein-containing sample into an aqueous solution of low 
conductivity as well as a pH equal to or lower than the isoelectric point of the 
physiologically active protein; and 2) removing the resulting particles. 
Group II, claim(s) 21 , drawn to a purified physiologically active protein. 
Group III, claim(s) 22, drawn to a method for manufacturing a medical protein 
formulation. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups l-lll appears to be a method for removing 
impurities in a physiologically active protein-containing sample, which comprises the 
steps of: 1 ) forming the physiologically active protein-containing sample into an aqueous 
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solution of low conductivity as well as a pH equal to or lower than the isoelectric point of 
the physiologically active protein; and 2) removing the resulting particles; however, 
Japanese Patent Application 2000-319294 (cited in the IDS filed July 9, 2007) discloses 
such a method. 

Therefore the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-lll does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define 
a contribution over the prior art. 

Accordingly, Groups l-lll are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special 
technical feature as to form a single inventive concept. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

There are two sets of species and Applicants accordingly must make an election 
from each independent set. 

Set 1: The impurities are DNA contaminants (claim 7) or the impurities are 
viruses (claim 8). 

Set 2: Physiologically active protein is an antibody (claim 10), the physiologically 
active protein is an IgG-antibody (claim 11); the physiologically active protein is a 
humanized monoclonal antibody (claim 12); the physiologically active protein is a 
humanized anti-IL-6 receptor antibody (claim 13); the physiologically active protein is a 
humanized anti-HM1 .24 antigen monoclonal antibody (claim 14), the physiologically 
active protein is a humanized anti-parathyroid hormone related peptide antibody (claim

15) ; the physiologically active protein is a granulocyte colony-stimulating factor (claim 

16) . 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
